Shall Chicago Legalize Hell? 


An astounding "le^iil opinion'' w;is submitted, on October 


2'1, by the Assistant Corporation Counsel of Chicago to the 
aklermanic committee recently appointed lo investigate vice 
conditions in that city.

Ihe City Council; or mat, if enacted, Hie people of Chicago 
would ionj; permit any such outrageous measure lo disgrace 
their statute books. 
Hut Ihe very proposal is enough to stir 


the wralh of every_decenl cili/en of Illinois — and of the United 
Stales, for that mailer. 


Suppose lhal, in any cily, leaders in crime should surest 


Ihe setting apart of a district wherein murder or theft might 
be practiced openly — a district jo which murderers and thieves 
might travel with safely from other parts of Ihe city, and from 
which they might return unmolesled lo their eminently re- 
spectable homes. Would such a proposition be. given serious 
consideration by the legal department of any municipality in 
the land, or by the vice committee of any ciiy council? 
And 


yel, in Ihis second decade of Ihe twentieth century, a plan for 
murdering Ihe bodies and stealing Ihe souls of women, under 
municipal authority and in acknowledged violation of Ihe 
laws of l|ie stale and of Clod, is actually considered a debatable 
subjecrin the cily of Chicago!" 


Is the answer made thai the social evil cannot be eradicated 


by legislation? 
Neither can other forms of murder or t h e f l ; 


but is lhal any argument for allempling lo legilimixe them? 


Is it said thai the vicious women should be segregated lesl 


they contaminate Ihe pure women? 
Will Ihe advocates of 


ihe plan recommend also Ihe segregation of the vicious men 
who patronixe these resorts? 
Are Ihe "vicious" the women 


only- — most' of them led astray originally through ignorance 
or man-made poverty,, if nol by actual force? 
Shall' these be 


quarantined, and Ihe men for whose pnrp'oses they are main- 
tained be permilled lo wander at large, carrying throughout 
Ihe cily and nation Ihe germs of diseases, moral and physical, 
the most loathsome known lo man? 
Under such a plan how 


is vice "segregated"? 


Chicago has earned an enviable reputation for its system 


of public playgrounds. 
The child in Chicago who has never 


enjoyed the ben'elils of Ihese places of healthful recreation, or 
who' docs not at leasl know the location of one of them, would 
be hard lo lind. Were the cily lo establish ollicial "red light" 
districts, how could these same children, when approaching 
maturity, be prevented from accepting them also as properly 
sanctioned places of recreation ? 


Is ollicial encouragement of prostitution really desired by a 


majority of Ihe people in any American cily? 
If not, let them 


oppose will) their utmost vigor either the establishment or 
continued maintenance of a protected Hell.— Prom Ihe Ameri- 
can Cily.
